Disease  is  preying  upon  my  frame,  waiting  my 
strength,  and  destroying  the  vital  functions.  I 
am  sensible  that  my  earthly  course  is  nearly  ter¬ 
minated,  and  I  must  shortly  sleep  in  death. 

The  minds  of  people  are  not  a  little  exercised 
with  regard  to  the  future  world.  After  the  cur¬ 
tain  of  separation  shall  have  been  drawm,  and  1 
shall  have  passed  from  the  theatre  of  time,  these 
inquiries  will  probably  be  made*— what  was  my 
faith — my  hope — and  what  the  state  of  my  mind?

2,  I  believe  that  “Jesus  is  the  Christ,  the  Son 
of  the  living  God,”  and  “  the  one  Mediator  be¬ 
tween  God  and  men,  w'ho  gave  himself  a  ransom 
for  all,”  as  “  all  have  slimed  and  come  short  of 
the  glory  of  Gcjd  ;”  lliat  he  is  “  the  Lamb  of  God 
that  taketh  away  the  sin  of  the  world  that  “  God 
sent  him,  not  to  condemn,  but  to  save  the  world,” 
and  “  the  plc.asure  of  the  Lord  shall  pro.spei  in  his 
hands ;”  “  for  it  is  his  meat  and  his  drink  to  do  the 
will  of  the  Father  and  to  linish  his  work.” 

3i  Hence  I  expect,  with  unwavering  faith,  the 
glorious  and  eternal  sulvalion  of  the  whole  human 
family,  when  the  Lord,  according  to  his  |tromise, 
“  will  swallow  up  death  in  victory,  and  there  shall 
be  no  more  death,  neither  sorrow  nor  crying,  nei¬ 
ther  shall  there  be  any  nmre  pain.”
